Salmon fishing is of great value 
to this country; therefore, the poacher 
must be extermimated or brought to see 
the great wrong that he is doing. The 
crop of pheasants in Southern Ireland has 
been almost destroyed-—by these illegal 
activities as well, and it may take years 
to re-stock the lands The danger to the 
salmon fishing 1s imminent, and thus it 
is well that the Cork Board should have 
issued: orders to double vhe patrols and to 
ask the Civic Guards to lend more assist- 
ance in th” protection of the waters. 
Exemplary vvnishment should be meted 
out to poachers who are brought before 
the District -Iu-‘ices in the future in view 
of the cravity of the offence. 


IN VARIED PROGRAMME.

Miss Sullivan, who was employed for a 
number of vears as a dairy maid at Lake- 
lands Creamery, Rathmore, had been miss- 
ing since Sunday last, but the Guards were 
not informed of her disappearance until 
Wednesday, 

Search by police and civilians in the 
lxality was made over a wide area, and 
m Saturday evening the girl’s body was 
found in a shallow bog, under a heap of 
shrubs and bracken, in a very desolate 
area, about two miles from Rathmore.

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A river runs alongside the spot where 
i Miss Sullivan s body was found. 

There were. numerous wounds on 
head, and the girl’s clothing was torn. 

Miss Sallivan was a farmer's daughter 
from Knockaalonan, Mill street. She was 
the eldest of a, family of four girls and a 
boy, and was well known locally as a 
modest girl. Her mother died recently. 

The body was brought to Rathmore. 
where a medical examination was held, and 
the docters decided to call in the rervices 
of a pathologist. 

An inquest will be held to-morrow. 


SIGNS OF A STRUGGLE.

There were signs of a struggle. The girl 
had received head injuries and her clothing 
was disordered.

John Cahill, a railway employé, said that 
the train must have gone over the deceased 
man’s legs, as they were practically severed. 
He did not lose consciousness at the time.

Money In Flour Bag 
Disappears. 


Alleged Adventures of a 
Youth.

At Mullingar District Court te-day a young 
man named Patrick Skinner, of no fixed abode, 
was charged with breaking and centering the 
house. of Miss Kate Gibney, Kilpatrick, 
Collinstown, County Westmeath, on St. 
Stephen s night and stealing £676 7s. 6d. 

A boy named Martin Skinner, a distant 
relative of the aecused man, stated that he 
saw Patrick Skinner open « letter contaiming 
three £10 notes and one £20 uote. Patrick 
was staving in witness's house at the time. 

Muriel Claney, reception clerk, Albert Hotel. 
Belfast. said that the accused man when at 
the hotel asked her to take charge of £275 
for him. Later she gave tim £50 back, and 
sent £50 in a registered letier some time 
later. 

Mrs. Johanna Skinner, mother of the first 
witness, said that when the Guards came to 
the house Patrick S«mner, who was there, 
told her to put some money on one side for 
him in her room. 

“ TRAVELLED ALL ENGLAND.” 

Sergeant Bernard Carty, Castlepollard, said 
he found in the wall of Miss Gibney’s house 
a freshly made hole large enough to allow a 
man to enter. On the way to Castlepollard 
Patrick Skinner stated;—‘‘I admit breaking 
the hole into Miss Gibney’s house at Collins- 
town. I searched the room and found £676 
in a flour bag, of which £9 was in gold and 
the remainder in bank notes. Í spent all the 
money except what was found in my pcsses- 
sion and what is in safekeeping in the Albert 
Hotel, Belfast.” 

Witness, continuing, stated that on 
January 3ist Skinner made. and. signed the 
following further statement :— 

‘“T went to Belfast on December 29th. 
[ then crossed over to England. I travelled 
all England, and then returned again to 
Belfast. While in England I spent all the 
money except .

The Future of Spain. 


A crisis of the first magnitude looms 
upon the horizon of European politics. 
Last Saturday General Berenguer, the 
President of the Executive Council of 
Ministers and virtual Dictator of Spain, 
handed his resignation and the resigna- 
tion of his entire Cabinet to the King. 
Thus, unless present ‘indications are 
false. witnesses, a situation that has 
existed for more than seven years is bound 
shortly to come to an end. The seeds were 
sown in 1923, when a Royal Decree dis- 
solved the Parliament then in session and 
vested the control of Spanish affairs in the 
hands of a Military Directory, superseded 
two years later by a “civil Government.” 
In reality the system of administration 
from that time until 1930 amounted to a 
dictatorship under General Primo de 
Rivera. At the beginning of 19350 General 
de Rivera died, and a new Government 
was constituted on the same plan, but 
under .the presidency oí General 
Berenguer. Now that General Berenguer’s 
Cabinet has resigned, what is to succeed 
it? There are many parties in Spain, 
but none commands the confidence of the 
people to any greater extent than the 
dictatorships commanded it. Since the 
Spanish Constitution was formally pro- 
claimed in 1876 a host of political ideals— 
notably Socialism—has appeared upon the 
scene to divide allegiance. 

Since the Parliament was dissolved in 
1923 there have been frequent and con- 
sistent efforts towards its restoration. The 
Cons@rvative Party of the old régime has 
retained as its prime object the rehabilita- 
tion of the Cortes as they used to be. The 
Liberals have gone further. They demand 
not merely a return to the old Constitu- 
tion, but a revision of that Constitution 
which will diminish the powers of the King ; 
and the Republican Party’s programme 
is even more exacting. When King 
Alfonso appointed General Berenguer as 
Prime Minister the appointment was made 
on the express understanding that new 
elections would be held and that the new 
Cortes would be constituted about the end 
of last year. These assurances did not 


prove satisfactory to the extreme sup- | 


porters of the dictatorship or of the Con- 
stitution. Various disturbances occurred, 
and every disturbance served as an oppor- 
tunity to postpone the elections. Under 
the latest arrangement the elections are 
due to be held next month. For the past 
week or thereabouts the Liberals have 
demanded the calling of a Constituent 
Assembly, with power to review and 
modify the whole Constitution, including 
the Royal prerogatives. A climax was 
reached with the decision of the 
Monarchists—that is to say, the party 
which desires a return to the Rivera 
régime—to abstain from the forthcoming 
elections. Against this varied opposition 
General Bergnguer cannot stand. 

Who will compose the new Spanish 
Government? Nobody likes General 
Berenguer. The anti-monarchist move- 
ment is definitely in the upper position, 
and King Alfonso’s choice is difficult in 
the extreme, Certainly, there is no ques- 
tion of a return to the old state of affairs 
under such a one as Primo de Rivera—in 
the first place, because such a one does not 
exist in Spain, and, in the second place, 
because the outcry for a Constitution has 
gone too far. If the elections are held at 
all, they will be merely farcical, since, 
according to present plans, only a single 
party intends to take part in them; and 
that party is pledged to the clipping of the 
King’s powers. On the other hand, it is 
highly possible that the Monarchists’ 
decision to abstain may induce the 
Republicans and Socialists to take part. 
In this case one of two things will happen. 
The elections will be held, and numerical 
superiority will decide whether Spain is 
to become a strictly limited Monarchy or 
a Republic. Apparently, the republican 
movement is gaining strength, but the 
‘Monarchy is still anything but unpopular 


in Spain. There is little prospect that a 


new dictatorship will be engineered by the 
machinations of military leaders, since 


ment of one sort or another has gained 


‘| far too strong a grip.

Major Jarvis has reached a very 
different conclusion. He holds that 
the main body of the Israelites never 
went into Southern Sinai, and, indeed, 
seldom lost contact with the Medi- 
terranean Sea. It carried great herds 
of cattle and grew wheat; and there is 
only one part of Sinai where wheat can 
be grown—its north-eastern corner, which 
then included a district of Palestine as 
far as Asluj, In Major Jarvis’s view, 
the Israelites travelled into this area hy 
the coast-line, and the main body stayed 
there for a generation, while only the 
herdsmen wandered south in search of 
grazing. Incidentally—with Sir Flinders 
Petrie—he translates the Hebrew word 
alaf as “ family,” and puts the Israelites’ 
total strength at 27,000. Manna—the 
small, white grain that is found under 
tamarisk bushes—is common on the coastal 
route; quails are never seen in the south, 
but to this day they swarm upon the 
Mediterranean coast during the autumn 
migration. Furthermore, Gebel Hellal, an 
imposing massif, near El Arish, suggests 
itself as the mountain of the law-giving. 
The English Bible says that Pharoah’s 
host was overwhelmed in the Red Sea, 
but Major Jarvis, pointing out that the 
correct translation of the Hebrew words 
Yam Suf is not “Red Sea,” but “ Sea of 
Reeds,’’ proposes the great, reedy Lake of 
Bardawil, on the coast-line, as the scene 
of Egypt’s calamity. If we can accept 
Lake Bardawil, he says, as the Yam Suf 
of the Hebrew script, all the details of 
the Bible narrative fit into his theory 
“like the parts of a jig-saw puzzle.”’ 


Ireland’s Victory. 


i! Trish Rugby teams have a magnificent 


disdain for the so-called bogey of Twicken- 
ham—the tradition which alleges áil 
England cannot be beaten on her own 
ground.

| the English on that famous ground, and 


on last Saturday she renewed the feat, 
emerging victorious from a vigorous 
struggle by the narrow margin of a single 
point. The score of six points to five 
seems to have represented the run of the 
play. Ireland is now the only country that 
can win the Triple Crown. Wales drew 
with England ; Scotland lost to Wales, and 
now England has been defeated. Ireland, 
of course, also has lost a match to France ; 
but the French encounter has no bearing 
on the destination of the Triple Crown. 
Saturday's victory encourages the hope 
that Ireland at last may secure the 
honour which she has coveted so 
long; but it would be very foolish 
to be over-confident. The Irish team 
will meet Scotland at Lansdowne road 
on next Saturday week, and “on 
Íorm ” an Irish success seems to be likely. 
‘Form ”’ in Rugby football, however, is 
nearly as deceptive as it is in racing; 
and Wales still is very much 
in the running. Some of the fore- 
most critics of the game take the view 
that the Welsh team this year is the best 
in the five Rugby-playing countries. It

German Amusements. 


A little while ago we enjoyed the 
spectacle of two leading British financiers 
offering completely divergent remedies for 
the solution of the nation’s economic ills. 
In the simplest terms, one said: ‘‘ Spend as 
little as possible ; save whatever you can.”’ 
The other urged: ‘‘Save nothing, but 
spend as freely as possible.” Something 
similar is happening in Germany, though 
the contrast there is really betwen 
general precept and particular prac‘:ce. 
Dr. Briining’s Cabinet has instituted 
economies throughout every department of 
State, to such effect that there is a high 
possibility that the estimated deficit of 
this year will give place to a balanced 
Budget in the coming year. Everybody in 
the land, meanwhile, is urged to economise 
as the sole means to lighten Germany's 
hurden of debt. Yet, by a curions paradox, 
the German expenditure on amusements 
alone is enormous. At the International 
Congress of Directors of Vari ‘'y Theatres, 
which has just been held in Berlin, it 
was reported that Germany harboured. 
about eight thousand “ variety ” theatres, 
cireuses, cabarets and ‘‘ kino-varieties.’’ 
These houses give constant employment to 
about 290,000 persons. Actors and 
artists receive between £10,000,000 and 
£11,000,000 a year in salaries; musicians 
account for some £9,000,000, while busi- 
ness and other employés consume about 
£30,000,000 a year. Together, the enter- 
prises pay taxes annually to the amount of 
more than £28,000,000. What would be 
the effect on the national finances if the 
German people should give up their visits 
to the music-hall? If nothing else

CRUELTY: TO ANIMALS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—It is to be hoped that those who have. 
noticed the returns of prosecutions for cruelty 
to animals for 1950 will not jump to the con- 
clusion that there is more cruelty now, to 
account for the increased number of cases 
brought into court. This is far from being 
the case, but the Guards are, un- 
doubtediy, more diligent, mteresied 
observant now, anu few vases of 
ill-treatment seem to escape thetr vigilance, 
which is as it should be, and tor which we 
are immensely grateful. Formerly oniy a 
few were realiy interested, but new we tind 
that, owing to the encouragement they re- 
ceive from their superiors and from all 
humane persons, they do not.pass any case 
by. Dozens are helping, and this makes a 
huge difference in the weifare of animals, 

lt is the animals shut away from the 
vigilance of the Guards which now suffer the 
most—donkeys kept out always on.the bogs, 
with terrible sores from rough creels of turf, 
their hovfs rotten from neglect and constant 
wet, scantily fed along the bog roads, left out 
summer and winter, worked daily for months 
on end while daylight lasts. The horse is 
another animal which suffers from seclusion 
Many are sent off the streets for lameness or 
anfitmess in general, but are said to-be “fit 
for farm work.” These animals, suffering 
from any of the diseases to which they are 


fiable, receive no attention, scanty food, and, |. 


worst of all, no ‘veterinary treatment, as they 
are not considered to be worth the expertise. 
Farm horses are not always working on “ soit 
jand."’ Boreens with ruts, or repaired with 
rough stone, and cobbled yards, make painful 
walking for lame animals, and their sheds, 
with scanty bedding, if any, make rest at 

night difficult. i 
e animal which everyone can see has 
some chance of being rescued. It ig those 
kept and used where humane persons cannot 
see them which are the most. difficult to help 
and the most to be pitied. They are too far 
gone for the ‘‘6ld Horse trade ” even, and 
are only released from their sufferings by 
death. If this form of cruelty could be 
eradicated, and more prosecutions were to 
follow in consequence, it would nét indicate 
that there had been an increase in gen $.

FAMILY STABBED TO DEATH 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


BENARES, Sunday. 

The Communal tension in Benares City 
continues, to be serious. Over twenty 
houses in one district have been burned 
down, and p rty has been looted; while : 
in another a Moslem family, consisting of 
father, mother and baby have been stabbed 
to death. | 

The shops ‘remain- closed, and norma! 
work is suspended, Even: the posta! 
clearances and deliveries have been 
stopped. 

A procession, consisting of Hindus and 
Moslems, which was led through the dis- 
turbed area by leaders of the two com- 
munities in order to restore peace and 
quiet, was attacked by Moslems, and 
some members of the procession were 
injured. Armed police are patrolling the 
disturbed area. 

A Bombay message of Sunday’s date 
says :—The district magistrate at Benares 
telegraphs that at 10.30 yesterday evening 
the situation in the outlying areas of 
Benares City showed a slight improvs 
ment. Panic, however, continues in the 
interior of the city as the result of th- 
communal rioting; and there have been 
cases of arson in two wards. Students at 
Durgakund, who attempted to obstruct 
the police, had to be driven off by a lathi 
charge. The, military. occupation of one. of 
the open spaces is being continued 
Vigorous official and non-official efforts ar> 
being made to secure peace among the 
warring elements. The total number oi 
wounded taken to hospital yesterday was 
51; of these, three have died.

During the past year, it says, the Cities of 
Dublin, Cork, and Limerick, the |lownships 
of Kathmines, Pembroke, and Dun Laoghaire, 
and twenty-four country towns, have been 
changed over to Shannon supply, and the 
existing generating stations in them .have 
closed down as such. ‘he change-over otf 
Dublin invelved.the .compietion and eduip- 
ment of a large building at Fleet street, 
which seryes as .a fransformer station and 
its connection by underground cables to thé 
Shannon ‘lransiormer Station -at Inchicore, 
while the connection of the Dublin suburbs 
has involved the construction of a similar 
large transformer station “near ' Milltown, 
with a number of smatier metal kiosk stations 
throughout the area. ‘Hhe ehange-over of 
Cork required the construction and equipment 
of a large concrete transformer station at 
‘Caroline street, and a sinmmlar‘one on Messrs. 
Ford’s property. . The change-over of Limenek. 
and the. conntry, towns. made necessary the 
reconstruction and practical renewal of ail 
town networks, with the erection m every 
town of small transformer stations and the 
laying of connecting cable. 


NOTEWORTHY EXPANSION. 


The area covered by electricity supply net- 
works’ ih’ Dúbhn City and *siBurbs* has ‘been 
increased in: the past year by 75 per cent. 
Previously the area of supply (excluding Dun 
Laoghaire) was bounded by the old City of 
Dublin boundary and that of Rathmines and 
Pembroke. To-day the boundary of supply 
extends to Howth Summit on the North side 
and to Killiney on the South side, and in- 
clades the districts of: Howth, Sutton, Bal- 
doyle and':Raheny; Castleknock and Chapel- 
izod: Crumlin, Kimmage, Larkfield, Terenure 
and Rathfarnham; Churchtown, Dundrum and 
Roebuck; Stillorgan, Foxrock, Cabinteely and 
Carrickmines: Bootetstown, Blackrock, Monks- 
town and Dalkey; Ballybrack and Killiney.

In a message from Canberra yesterday 
The Times Correspondent says :—Before 
considering the likely repercussions of the 
financial policy adopted by the Common: 
wealth and State representatives in the 
early .hours of Saturday, it would be well 
to define the new position. In Mr. 
Scullin’s words, the conference adopted a 
basis for further consultation with the 
Commonwealth Bank and the trading 
banks. The banks themselves proposed 
that course in reply to Mr. Theodore’s 
price stabilisation proposals. The Bank 
had not sent an ultimatum to the Govern- 
ments; on the contrary, it sought their 
co-operation. The resolutions of the

The undertaking by the -(>om- 
monwealth Bank—that it will actively ¢o- 
operate with the Governments and the 
trading banks in sustaining industry— 
will be availed of. If co-operation along 
these lines is to prove successful, we must 
be assured that the banks will adopt a 
policy vigorous enough to assist the

ARCHBISHOP OF DUBLIN. 
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NON-ROMAN CATHOLIC SCHOOLS 
The Most Rey. Dr. Byrne, Archbishop of 
Dublin, in the course of his pastoral says :— 
Once more, as it ig our duty, we solemnly 
warn parents of the very grave responsibility 
they incur.in disregarding the rdmonitjons of 
the Church by sending their children to non- 
Catholic schools. The Decrees of the Plenary 
Synod of Maynooth (1927) have been recog- 
mised by the Holy See, and are binding in 
conscience on priests and people. On the 
‘subject of education the teaching of the 
Sypod is definite, and is 2s follows :— 
“Cathohe children are not to attend non- 
Catholic, neutral (that is purely secular), or 
mixed schools; that is to say, schools that are 
open to non-Catholics. It belongs to the 
Bishop. of the place, in accordance with the 
instructions of the Holy See, to decide in 
... what circumstances, and with what safeguards 
against the danger of losing the faith, the 
attendance of Catholic children at the above: 
mentioned schools may be tolerated ”’ 

The Synod of Maynooth leaves it free to 
Catholic parents to send their. children to 
technical and national schools in present ecir- 

eumstances without giving forthal approval of 
these schools. 

Another of the Svnod's decrees runs as 
follows :—' Non-Catholic colleges, inasmuch 
as they are intrinsically dangerous to faith 
and morals remain under ihe ban of she 
Church. . Since there are within the Irish 
Free State three University Colleges sufficiently 
safe in regard to faith and morals, we. there- 
fore strictly inhibit, and under pain of grave 
sin, we forbid priests and all clerics by ad: 
vice or otherwise. to recommend - arents or 
others having charge of youth to send the 
young persows in their charge to Trinity 
‘College. Likewise we forb'd priests and 
clerics to recommend voung people themselves 
to attend Trinity College. g 


SECRET SOCIETIES. 

The Pastoral letter also contains the fol: 
lowing.:—‘‘ As: secret societies: are seriously 
arctrmmental to oublic order, as. well as to 
the interests of religion, successive Sovereign 
Pontifis have pronounced sentence of excom- 
munication, not only against the members of 
those societies, but also against all who in 
any way promote the interests of such unholy 
organisations. We take this opportunity of 
once more warning our young men not to be

GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 


THE CONDITION OF THE 
FREE STATE. 


The Governor-General, responding, con- 
gratulated the College on the brighter 
prospects of surgical work in the Dublin and 
other hospitals.

Nevertheless, 
I didn’t slack up. I fo the fight for three- 
quarters of it. Hes got pluck and he was 
vicious, and he made me ire him. That's 
his secret, and my coolness, perhaps, showed 
it up more. 

“I did everything but knock him out. 
Just as I was leaving the ringside he fainted. 
His seconds had te work «n him before he 
could go to the dressing-room. That shows 
what he’s feeling like. had him greggy in 
the third round, I know I won all but the 
seventh, eighth and ninth rounds. 


HIS GREATEST FIGHT. 

“This was the fight of my life. It meant 
staying in America and fighting for greater 
things, including the world’s title, or coming 
back to England, like so many cther British 
boxers, with my mission unaccomplished. J 
felt much more confident than in my first 
fight. I want to make no excuses for thus 
one or that one. 

“It was natural in first fight that I should 
feel strange after such a short time here. 
The strangeness of the Garden, the crowd, the 
ring tactics, and the referee were all trouble- 
some to me. This time it was different. | 
meant to drive home the decision, «nd I think 
I did it. If you could have seen the demon- 
stration afterwards. It carried me away, and 
made me almost glad I “lost.” 


THE AMERICAN SIDE.

FEEDING OF CHICKENS AFTER 
SIX WEEKS. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly Irish 
Times, the Poultry Cerrespondent says :— 
From this on the soft mixtures may consist 

of any of the ordinary poultry meals, 
Minced meat and mashed potatoes they 
are very fond of, and milk of any kind 
can be used to mix the food. Make the 
mixtures as varied as possible, using the 
different. meals interchangeably, but 
never give the food in a sloppy condition. 
It must always be firm. At this time the 
soft food may gradually be changed to 
grain, Small seeds and grain at first, 
such as tail wheat, groats, linseed and 
hemp seed. As they grow, there can be 
more variety and larger grain. Crushed 
maize, kibbled wheat, and, after three ! . 
months, oats, wheat ‘and barley. Soft 
food should always be given in troughs, 
but grain should be scattered in dry lit- 
ter so that the birds can exercise by 
scratching.
